LONDON, Nov. 
20.—(IP)—The 
British smash Into Libya was de- 
scribed In Informed quarters to- 
night as confronting the axis 
forces under the German Gen- 
eral Erwln Rommel with the 
threat of envelopment In a vast 
battle now taking shape. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Nov. 20. 


—(#)—An American-equip- 
ped British Imperial army 
of 750,000—as big as the 
operating space permits—« 
drove deep into Libya today, 
with strong RAF and Royal 
Navy support in a triple on-; 
slaught aimed at eliminating the 
axis from 'North Africa, creating 
a diversion to aid Russia, and 
eventually knocking Italy out of 
the war. 


The big offensive began secret- 


ly at dawn on Tuesday on a 140- 
mile front swing In from the sea 
clear down to th* Oasis of Giara- 
bub. 


The onslaught set the armies of 
Germany and Italy back on their

COLLEGE STATION, Nov. IP.— 


<SpU— A terracing 
program 
of 
26,518 miles of standard terraces 
is tho goal of Texas farmers un- 
der the 1942 AAA farm program, 
according to Fred 
Rennels, as- 
sistant administrative officer 
In 
charge of tho Texas AAA. 


The 
extensive 
terracing 
pro- 
gram will bo made possible by 
the conservation services or pur- 
chase order plan of the AAA pro- 
gram, ho explained. 
The cost of 


terracing, established at a basic 
fair price for farms In a county, 
may be deducted from future AAA 
payments. 


In arriving at a basic fair price 


for each county, the AAA official 
said that written offers will be 
madu to county AAA committees 
by persons equipped to construct 
terraces, 
Tho farms used as a 


basic guide for establishing the 
fair price will be farms selected 
at random throughout the county 
and are not necessarily Included 
In the 1942 terracing program. 
Factors entering into fair and 
reasonable prices include the cus- 
tomary price normally paid in the 
county, the price at which farm- 
ers can obtain terracing service 
through other channels, and the 
value of terracing to farmers Iri 
conserving and Improving soil fer- 
tility. 
In determining fair and reason- 


able prices to persons construct- 
ing terraces, Rennels pointed out 
that consideration should be giv- 
en to cost of constructing terraces, 
kinds of machinery and scope of 
area to be served, and a reason- 
able margin 
for 
construction 


work- 


After establishing a basis fair 


price for a county, terracing will 
very by farms. Kennels said in

vary as much as 25 cents per 100

I once spent a memorable week 


In the Monastery of St. Katherlne, 
on Mount Sinai; and one night I 
attended the nightly service of the 
monka, in the Chapel of the Burn- 
ing Bush.

As the 
old hymn of Bishop Coxe, written 
a century ago, says: 
"Oh where are kings and empires 


now, 


Of old that went and came? 
But, Lord, Thy Church is praying 
yet, 
A thousand years the same." 


The Secret Power, 


Nobody 
writes 
editorials 
or 


magazine articles about the most 
powerful factor 
in 
the world's 


present tragic situation. We read 
of the deliverance at Dunkirk, and 
carelessly 
remark, 
a 
miracle, 


with no thought of any connection 
between the event and a Christian 
nation's agonizing in prayer. Cur- 
rent headlines report the retreat 
of shaken Russia from her ^anti- 
godless" position, 
and 
the 
re- 


emergence of the Churclv into lib- 
erty and service; and we credit 
international politics w i t h the 
change; forgetting that a Christian 
world's patient prayers are being 
dramatically answered. 
Francis Xavier cried, dying in 


China, "O rock! O rock! when wilt 
thou open to my Lord!" Now, at 
long last, we see China dominated 
by Christian leaders, and turning 
to the Christian Way, in numbers 
greater 
t h a n 
the organized 
churches can shepherd. 


Indeed, the day's whole world 
tumult Is .violently turning men's, 
minda to a better order of liberty, I 
justice and brotherhood which may! 
swiftly follow the war's end. Never 
before in the long history of the! 
race have there been so many' 
minds intent upon the conformity

Christians know ns the Kingdom 
of Heaven pattern. By catastrophe 
and upheaval the sustained pray- 
ers of tho Church are being an- 
swered. 
Tennyson glimpsed the sublime 


truth of the secret power of prayer 
In his famflfar sentence, 
"More 
things are 
wrought by 
prayer 


Than this world dreams of." 


Cowpor touched another aspect 


of the truth when he wrote, 
"Satan trembles when he sees 
The weakest saint upon his knees." 
Jesus, the praying leader of tho 
world's hope, summed up the mat- 
ter in many utterances, such as: 
"And 
all things, whatsoever ye 
ask in prayer, believing, ye shall 
receive."What la Prayer? 
Phraseology is not prayer. We 


recall the divine who was reported 
to have made "the most eloquent 
prayer 
ever addressed to a Bos- 


ton audience." 
While the best in 
language should be employed In 
addressing the King of kings, yet 
It was the simple "God be merci- 
ful to me! a sinner" that Jesus 
praised; while he criticised the 
long and formal prayers of the 
Pharisees, James Montgomery's 
definition of prayer is suggestive: 
"Prayer is the soul's sincere desire, 
Uttered or unexpressed." 


There are some readers of these 


lines whose desire for a 
certain 


boon 
from heaven is so intense 


that every thought of their hearts 
is a prayer. In His own way and 
time, God always answers such 
prayers. 
True prayer 
always recognizes 
that God is on His throne, as well 
as that the suppliant Is on his 
knees. 
That is why every Jesus- 
taught prayer Includes, "Neverthe- 
less, not my will, but Thine be 
done." 
While prayer is a spirit as well 


as an act, It should also be a prac- 
tice, in stated times and 
places. 
In a generation more inclined to 
strut t h a n to kneel, there is 
double need of the prayer closet. 
And we also need, aa never before, 
the .united prayers of 
Christ's 


disciples, in public fellowship. The 
passing of the mid-week prayer 
meeting from the life 
of 
many 


churches is one of the tragedies 
of our day's religious history. 


A World-wide Fellowship. 
At the portal to prayer shines 


the sublime truth that God's atti- 
tude la that of a father. 
Jesus 
stressed this over and over again. 
"If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren, how much more shall your 
Father who Is in heaven give good 
things to them that ask Him?" 
Phillips Brooks crystallized this 
truth 
into a 
striking 
phrase: 
"Prayer Is not overcoming God's 
reluctance, but laying hold of His 
willingness.'1 


This Father-conception makes It 


possible for us to grasp the fringe 
of the Inexpressible truth that tho 
Infinite God, creator and ruler of 
the universe, is yet such a one as 
cares for the particular needs of 
even the least of His children. In 
the particularity of His concerns, 
no less than in the infinite majesty 
of His sovereignty, is the great- 
ness of God revealed. 
Prayer Is the refuge of the mil- 
lions of Christians today in con- 
quered lands. Despite the censor- 
ship, there is coming out of the 
seclusion of the dictatorships a 
constant stream of messages to 
the leaders of tho churches on this 
side of the Atlantic, testifying to 
the 
spiritual faith of 
the Old 
World. There is more solidarity 
today in Christendom than there 
was before the war. Churches are 
drawing closer tpgether than ever 
before. There is more soul-search- 
ing: and fervent prayer. 


"Though sundered far by faith we 


meet, 


Around one common Mercy Seat." 
In those messages from abroad 
there breathes a surprising note of 
gratitude for 
the spiritual en- 


lightenment that has come by ad- 
versity. It 
reminds one of the 


singing martyrs In the catacombs. 
These brethren under the harrow 
are Illustrating the teaching, "In 
•verything 
gjve 
thanks." True 
prayer flics 
on 
two wings—sup- 
plication and thanksgiving.
